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Marty Pants Comes to the Library 

Mattapoisett Public Library

How does a cartoonist develop a character, assign 
it dialog that conveys a point or tells a story? It is a well- 
known process for Mark Parisi, cartoon artist and creator 
of a new juvenile book series titled ''Marty Pants." Parisi 
is also known for his single-frame comic panels titled 
"Off The Mark" that he has been producing for 
30 years. 

Parisi spent time at the 
Mattapoisett Public Library on February 
21, sharing with local children of all ages 
- that is real kids and grown-up kids 
alike - his gift of simple line drawings 
that bring characters to life. 

In the "Marty Pants" books, 
there is a sister, a Mom and Dad, a 
lady from the school office, a neighbor, 
and a cat to name a few. The cat, by the way, 
is not just any cat, but a creative spin on a not-very- 
friendly family pet that Parisi recalls from his youth. In 
the semi-graphic novels, Jerome, the real cat's real name, 
is depicted with ears looking very much like devil horns, 
teeth a la vampire, and a furious ability to shed copious 
amounts of cat hair wherever it goes. 

As the children followed along, Parisi gave them 
step-by-step instructions on how to draw Marty. In so 
doing so, he demonstrated how a few rather simple 
lines can create an image that is recognizable. He also 
shared with the attentive onlookers that most of what 
he creates comes from his everyday life. Parisi said that 
while visiting a local cafe he will doodle and draw in his 
sketchbook, oftentimes hitting on a theme, storyline or 
character. 

A Massachusetts native from the North Shore 
and a graduate of Salem State University, Parisi began 
drawing at a very early age. He found a drawing contest 
in the pages of a local newspaper and submitted a

drawing. In the contest, children were asked to create a 
cartoon from a random shape. At the ripe old age of 11, 
Parisi had achieved success - his submission was selected 
and published. Following on the heels of that success, 
he tried a second time and won again. But a third effort 
failed. "I never tried again," he said with a rueful grin. 
Still, something had been ignited in his imagination. 

Parisi told the children, "I never wanted 
to write a book - too many words... I never 
wanted to draw a graphic novel either - too 
many pictures." But, after the publication 
of the "Wimpy Kid" series by Jeff 
Kinney, a hybrid of the two genres, 
Parisi realized he could write a little 
and draw a little and bring Marty Pants 
to life for thousands of young readers, 

".. .the storytelling alternates between text 
and art," he explained.

me, asking if I ever thought of writing a middle-grade 
book," Paris! remembered.

is a natural performer. In a type of rapid-fire, stream 
of consciousness, he tells tales and asks the little ones 
questions, such as can they identify the silhouetted image 
projected on the screen. At the same time, he slings one- 
liners to the adults in the audience.

the best student," he shared. But what he was good at 
was all things creative from performance to visual arts. 

He would go on with the encouragement of his family 
and school mentors to the Maryland Institute College 
of Art (MICA). Lovegrove's own child, the emerging 
artist Tallulah, attends Mrs. Bangs' second-grade class at 
Sippican Elementary School, where the seven-year-old is 
just beginning to explore creative tendencies. 

The Lovegrove family is a family of artists. 
Lovegrove's parents earned a living as scrimshaw 
artisans. "I had to learn to keep myself busy," he said as 
his parents labored at their creations in a home studio. 
Lovegrove would draw and create his own worlds. His 
mother attended the Massachusetts School of Art. His 
father, at age 80, has taken up painting. 

While attending MICA, Lovegrove met 
performance artists, falling in with a group that also used 
puppets to tell stories. Fast forward, today Mr. Vinny has 
established himself as a highly respected and very funny 
children's entertainer where his big voice and big persona 
fills a room with laughter - music to his ears. 

But there is one more character in this story - 
enter Mr. White. 

Daniel White is a fixture at the Mattapoisett Town 
Hall, where he is the videographer, webmaster, and all¬ 
round communications coordinator for the town. But 
long before he turned his skills to keeping Mattapoisett 
residents up-to-date. White was an educator. "Right out of 
college I was a teacher at Rochester Memorial School," he 
told the Wanderer. That is where fate brought White and 
Lovegrove together. 

As their paths intersected. White recognized 
talent in Lovegrove, noting, "He was such a special kid." 

White engaged Lovegrove to assist with creating 
seasonal displays. "I was always looking for creative ways 
to get the kids' attention," said White, who encouraged 
Lovegrove to help him build graphic displays. 

"I encouraged his creative side," White recalled 
with a chuckle. "...he was in my fourth-grade class... I 
had to balance his creative juices with his memorization of 
multiplication facts." 

On the night of the library performance. White

In that reunion, joy 
abounded. 

Today Lovegrove's talent is on full display 
Cultivated early on by family and teachers who accepted 
him as he was and inspiring him to explore his creative 
abilities, Lovegrove is giving small children something 
they need and deserve - silly fun in a complex world. 
Maybe the adults need that, too. 

Mr. Vinny's performance was sponsored by the 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Library and maybe a wiggly 
jiggle pig, a creepy-crawly bug, or a muffin.

Guinen Shines in ORR Girls Hockey Coop

Madison Guinen's senior hockey season ended 
before she wanted it to, but the senior forward enjoyed 
a nice send-off before the Bulldogs' Senior Day game 
against Nauset Regional on February 17 with a Judy 
Gormley Memorial Scholarship in the amount of $750. 

The award was bestowed by former director of 
MI A A high school hockey Jim Gormley and Canal Cup 
tournament director Fred Carbone. 

In its inaugural season as host of the girls 
hockey coop program previously hosted by Bourne, 

Old Rochester Regional High School went through a 
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period of several adjustments and, despite being highly 
competitive, fell short of the MIAA state tournament. 

"I wasn't too bummed about it, but I still wish we 
made states for our senior year. (That) would have been 
great," said Guinen, who was slotted at center this season 
between junior wingers Amanda Orchuck and Amanda 
Wheeler. 

Averaging 2 goals per game while allowing 
2.5, ORR finished 5-13-2 and 3-5-0 in the final season of 
the Southeastern Massachusetts Girls Hockey League 
(SEMGHL), the Bulldogs were solid defensively but

lacked the firepower to win enough one-goal games to tip 
the scales. 

''It's not what we wanted, but we lost eight one- 
goal games (and tied two others)," said first-year head 
coach Ted Drew, who had years of experience coaching 
some of the same players in youth hockey. "We only 
laid an egg a couple of times. We played a lot of good 
teams this year; a lot of them are in the (Division 1 state) 
tournament. 

"We just couldn't put the puck in the net. We hit 
the post quite a bit and just didn't have the puck luck this 
year." 

Due to a situation at Tabor Academy, ORR had no 
practice ice at the start of the season. Together with a new 
host school and the arrival of new uniforms delayed from 
Pakistan, and it made for a challenging start to the new 
era of girls high school hockey in the Tri-Town area. 

"I think it was an adjustment for everyone, myself 
included," said Drew. "A lot of nights we weren't on the 
ice until (9:45 pm). Tm going to try to get some better ice 
time for us next year. Tm just glad they get to play." 

First and foremost, among hosting challenges 
was making sure that the six players from Bourne and 
those from fellow affiliated school districts Apponequet, 
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Stuffed Turkey Dinner 
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Grilled Salmon & Shrimp in 
Lemon Butter Sauce with 
Capers 
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Mashpee and Upper Cape Tech would feel welcome in 
the ORR-led era. (Wareham left the coop, its only girl a 
goaltender opting instead to fill a needed roster spot on 
the school's boys team). 

"We actually did a lot of team-bonding exercises 
at the beginning of the season," said Guinen. "We did 
name games and all this other stuff to get to know each 
other, and we did spaghetti suppers so we could come 
together as a team." 

Guinen, an 18-year-old student from Rochester, 
will attend Lynn University in Boca Raton, Florida, 
and study forensic investigation, an interest that while 
sparked by the weekly course she attended at Curry 
College in Milton, goes back to "all the crime shows I've 
been watching. 

"1 took a forensic sciences class last year (at 
Curry) so 1 have a general idea of it, and 1 took a (crime- 
scene investigation) course over the summer... 1 loved it," 
she said. 

A right shot, Guinen wears No. 4 in honor of her 
father Scott, who played high school hockey at ORR and 
was coached by Drew, then an assistant. "And it was my 
softball number and just Bobby Orr in general," she said. 

Guinen still has her final high school softball 
season ahead, where she starts at catcher and shortstop. 

Guinen isn't big by girls hockey standards, but 
she will bring her hockey gear to Florida where Lynn has 
a boys club hockey team to which she hopes to hitch her 
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hockey wagon. 

Meantime, she was happy in 2019-20 to enjoy a 
shorter ride to home games. 

''We love red. I wasn't really a fan of the purple," 
said the senior, one of many girls happy to play now 
under the Bulldog banner. 

Purple made it onto the ice this season in one 
situation, when ORR girls took the ice in their old purple 
uniforms representing Bourne at John Gallo Arena for the 
Canal Cup, where goaltender Megan Nolan was named 
ORR's MVP. Drew even participated. 

"I wore a purple shirt and purple tie. We tried to 
do a few fun things to break it up," he said, proud of all 
they accomplished in a year of adjustments. 
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The Bulldogs will only lose three players to 
graduation: Guinen, Nolan and forward Meghan Berg. 
Many are back next year, including Drew's niece Carly 
Drew on defense. 

"They played hard," said Ted Drew, noting he 
and assistant coaches Braly Hiller and Kami Medeiros 
are eager for next season. "As long as the school wants us 
back." 


Magnan's "Marvel-ous" Exhibit 

Marion Art Center

During the Marion Art Center's 2020 Winter 
Members Art Exhibit that ended on February 15, art 
lovers got a small taste of what John Magnan was capable 
of doing with wood. On February 21 in a nearly solo 
show titled 'Thor's Hammer', 16 of Magnan's social¬ 
commentary pieces boldly engaged the visitor. 

Here the artist utilized primary colors, dystopian 
themes and, yes. Marvel Comic heroes to express his 
thoughts, fears, and hopes for humankind. "I always 
wanted to do Thor's Hammer," Magnan shared. That 
piece he believes speaks to the power inherent in judicial 
appointments. The metaphor of the hammer and the 
power of the wooden sculpture is an example of how 
Magnan uses familiar materials, turning them into art 
objects that give voice to complex societal issues. 

The first-floor gallery also features a painting of 
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Stan Lee, the creative force behind Marvel Comics for 
decades. The work is ink on canvas and is a seemingly 
simple, line-drawing portrait of Lee. That is until closer 
inspection reveals the truth. The face is comprised of 
Lee's quotes, his words. Lee believed that writing in and 
of itself was the reward for the author. Here Magnan has 
taken Lee's own words to create his portrait. 

Lee once said, "...the most important thing 
is you've got to care about is the characters... if the 
characters are interesting, you're halfway home." Magnan 
has used Marvel Comic characters and other imagery to 
convey his inner thoughts in spectacularly diverse ways, 
driving home beauty, message and the care he has given 
to his creations. 

There, in a first-floor gallery corner, is the 'Sword 
of Damocles', a lighted blade suspended above a pair of 
work boots crafted from purple heartwood and maple. 

Its location in a corner seems appropriate, as Magnan 
explains why he created the piece, "...to symbolize the 
situation of those who have barely enough resources 
to get by and could be financially devastated at any 
moment..." or, one could surmise, painted into a corner 
by poverty. 

Magnan's art employs not only wood that has 
been chiseled, scraped, molded and otherwise converted 
from organic material into just about anything, but he also 
uses lights, dressmaker pins, glittering objects, leather, 
and beads. 

On the second floor mounted on slender 
stands are five female busts, once again inspired by 
Marvel characters. Here we find Gamora and Nebula, 
trained warrior assassins, Okoye, a general and head of 
intelligence for Wakandan, the powerful Scarlet Witch 
and, last but not least. Captain Marvel herself. The busts 
are polished glimmering objects of maple, cherry, poplar, 
and walnut decorated with beads, stones, and necklaces. 
Breathtaking. Positioned in a group above the busts is the 
message, "She's Not Alone." While the descriptor reads 
in part, ".. .one by one the women of the Marvel Comics 
universe materialize and unite to have Captain Marvel's 
back..." one could easily interpret this as commentary on 
the "#MeToo" movement. 
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Adding to the energy of the exhibit are three 
paintings done by two emerging artists, Sarah Swible and 
Andre Olivier. Swible is a sophomore studying business 
at UMass Dartmouth and Olivier is a UMass graduate 
now working in accounting. 

Swible's painting, titled 'Tee Time', places an 
enormous Hulk fist in the center of the canvas, under 
which she has placed silhouetted people holding it up 
trying not to be crushed, while above standing on a level 
golf course is a player about to swing. Swible said that 
the golfer represents the one-percent living well as others 
struggle under the fist. 

Olivier has two paintings in the exhibit, one titled 
'The End' and another entitled 'Ice Cold'. 'The End' is 


a very clear message 
about the end of the 
world. A surfer stands 
alone; he is surrounded 
by darkness and 
destruction, and a black 
sky shows no signs 
of life. Olivier's other 
painting, 'Ice Cold', is 
full of color but little 
movement with the 
exception of the gigantic 
hand poised about to 
snap its fingers. Once 
snapped everything 
is gone. He said that 
he was thinking about 
the immigrant populations his mother works with, their 
challenges and attempts to stay in the U.S., and how 
easily their dreams can vanish, in the snap of a finger. 

Themes presented in 'Thor's Hammer' are 
indeed thought-provoking. As for the art; it is visually 
stimulating, thrilling, absolutely beautiful and a rapturous 
one-of-a-kind journey.

Residents Updated on Town Projects 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Board of Selectmen's February 24 
Informational Meeting at the Music Hall in Marion was 
originally meant to give the public its chance to respond 
to two issues: curbside trash pickup and the town's new 
pavement-management plan. 

The meeting's agenda was expanded to include 
presentations and question/answer sessions on other 
topics including: a new Department of Public Works 
facility; the Village Infrastructure Project; Town House 
Restoration Project; upgrades to the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant; the sale of the town's property at Atlantis 
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Drive. 

Presiding along with Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Randy L. Parker, Vice Chairman John 
Waterman and Clerk Norman A. Hills, were Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail and DPW Director David 
Willett. Town Planner Gil Hilario and DPW Officer 
Manager Becky Tilden assisted in the audio-visual 
presentation. 

McGrail made the first presentation on curbside 
trash and recycling pickup. Questions and clarifications 
ranged from interpretation of the pickup chart to one-way 
roads, the size of bins and multiple responses lauding the 
town for improving its services. 

McGrail praised the DPW for facilitating 
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emergency trash pickups and also invited individuals in 
unresolved situations to contact his office directly in order 
to find solutions. 

For eight weeks, said McGrail, the town sent out 
blast emails to keep residents up to date. He stated that 
the town also has a solution for leaf disposal that will 
include other yard debris. He also said he would find 
out if the town's website can create a function so that 
a resident can enter an address and obtain its curbside 
pickup schedule. 

Willett presented the DPW's Pavement 
Management Plan, a "five-component process and we've 
gone through three components," he said, explaining the 
goal of the project to maximize the life of pavement by a 
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data collection from a series of photos taken every 10 feet 
of every town-managed public roadway. 

"Nowadays it's all done by computer," he said 
of the system, which assigns a numeric value of the 
depreciation distress curve based on years of pavement 
life. 

Each section of road is rated and a plan emerges 
based on budget and priority on long-term value. The 
theory is to spend $1 per square foot in preservation 
instead of waiting 10-15 years and spending $5 or $6 per 
square foot on major repair. 

Unfortunately, the plan does not address 
sidewalks, curbs or infrastructure so residents expressed 
concern that poorly conditioned walking areas will be left 
behind. 

Willett said the report, which will appear on 
Marion's website, shows that only a third of the town's 
roads need major rehabilitation. Marion's Road Service 
Rating of 75.54 is significantly better than what Willett 
had previously encountered in other towns. 

If the town addressed every road need 
immediately, the total cost of maintenance would be $2.1 
million. A five-year projection in present-day dollars 
comes to $171,000 based on maintaining Marion's current 
75.54 road surface rating. If the town waits until major 
rehabilitation is required, that number soars to over 
$300,000. 

Concern was expressed over private companies 
digging up roads and doing poor patchwork, especially 
after the town puts money into road maintenance. 

"That's one of the biggest parts of it. When we 
put our plan together, they'll get their shot at getting their 
infrastructure," said Willett. 

Waterman added that, if the town resurfaces a 
road, no one is allowed to disturb it for five years, "so we 
hope to get all this (infrastructural) work done before we 
resurface." 

Willett was asked if the town website has a portal 
to report road-safety issues, and specifically at the corner 
of Front Street and County Road. Tilden said residents can 
email the DPW on the town's website. 

"If it's an emergency. I'll try to patch it myself," 
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said Willett, inviting residents to let him know ''if you 
have something that you consider dangerous or just a 
headache." 

Waterman presented the Village Infrastructure 
Project, a capital-improvement plan that in 2013 began 
as a five-phase project starting with work at South Street 
and Ryder Lane. It was suspended in 2015 with no work 
performed since. 

Now the finances are far more challenging, 
not only because the remaining $15 million balance 
would amount to $20 million via inflation according to 
Waterman, but because the town is now facing a situation 
severely limiting the scope of funding. 

"We need to take this project and pull out of it 
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one $5-6 million project," he said, noting that the town 
has another engineering firm evaluating the situation. 

"We have to issue debt to finance it, but we'd like to 
avoid taxing... and time it in a way that the debt is issued 
around the time the Sippican School debt is rolling off." 

McGrail presented the Town FFouse Restoration 
Project, in which $800,000 in funding will begin work 
"any day now". The building will be repainted and 
"hopefully" re-sided, he said. "The building will look like 
the library. It'll look pretty much new." 

The town is requesting $300,000 to waterproof the 
basement. A third phase, in partnership with the Sippican 
Fiistorical Society, will renovate the first floor with "as 
much private-donation money as we possibly can." 

The project will eventually get to the point where 
second and third floors will not be utilized. 

Waterman said there is no public money in this 
next phase and that Sippican FFistorical Society will match 
fundraising up to a half million dollars. 

It was asked if the town might rent out the 
building's upper floors. As of now, the focus is on 
sprinklers in those areas. Until the Town has the funding. 
Waterman said, the plan is to fit all the services of the 
Town FFouse on one floor. 

Fiills presented the planned upgrades to the 
Wastewater Treatment Plant. 

The bid came in above the cost and Marion re-bid 
the project and has now awarded the contract and held 
three meetings with the contractor and the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

Fiills reported that Lagoon 1 had been drained, 
cleaned out, lined and put back in service, and the 
wastewater that Lagoon No. 1 cannot handle will go to 
Lagoon No. 2. 

"You should be seeing this summer a lot more 
work out there," he said. 

After questions were solicited, McGrail expressed 
surprise, citing the $8 million cost of the project. 

McGrail reported that 15 to 16 firms pulled the 
bid on the town's property at Atlantis Drive, which the 
Board of Selectmen will evaluate. 

"It's not a fire sale. We're not looking to get rid 
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of it. We have a lot of work to do and we don't want to 
do it," said McGrail, who estimated the appraisal of the 
property at $600,000. 

There is asbestos in the roof, and removing it in 
a roof replacement could cost $200,000, he said. A bid 
under $600,000 might be attractive based on what work is 
proposed. 

Parker presented the new DPW headquarters 
proposed at Benson Brook Road, a 10,000 square foot 
facility with handicapped bathrooms, ventilations, gas 
drafts, sprinklers based on the size. 

"The existing facility is not in good shape," he 
said. "You've been very generous to give the DPW new 
vehicles, and we'd like to take care of those." That will 
include inside storage and hopefully the elimination of 
drainage from cleaning onto Route 6. Waterman added 
the board also hopes to improve the storage of salt. 

The Board of Selectmen will ask at town meeting 
for $150,000 to do planning and facility design in order to 
be able to project an accurate building cost. 

"When we (specify) the building, we'll have to 
come back to voters for approval," said Waterman. 

In presenting on the Regional Disposal District 
with Carver and Wareham, Waterman said that if an 
outside town is not going to operate the Benson Brook 
facility, there is no point of Marion's membership in 
CMW. 

Marion deeded the facility to CMW but with

the caveat that as soon as CMW stops operating it as a 
transfer station Marion has the right to take it back for a 
dollar. Marion is looking to establish an arrangement so 
that its citizens who do not want to use it, will not have to 
pay for it. 

Heretofore, Marion trash went to Covanta for 
free, but that deal is up and now Marion will pay $77 per 
ton, a number the town is happy with, considering other 
area towns pay over $90 per ton. 

McGrail assured the attendees that current 
employees will manage the facility and that there would 
be no new hires in connection with the transfer station. 

Hill concluded the meeting by presenting the 
Route 6 Study as part of the town's Master Plan. A

My cat scratched my arm the other day and now my 
arm is getting very swollen. What Should I do? 

Call your physician. You may have contracted 
Cat Scratch Fever which is more than just a song 
from the 70's. The disease is caused by a bacteria 
called Bartonella. Cats are exposed when they 
are scratched by an affected cat that has fleas. 

The fleas suck blood and poop on the cat. The cat 
scratches itself and gets flea poop that contains 
the bacteria under the nails. They then scratch 
another cat or person and the bacteria gets 
inoculated under the skin. 

Bartonellosis is called an emerging disease as 
not much is known about it but it seems to 
be commonly carried in cats in our area. It is 
treatable with antibiotics.

Selectmen Vote $11M for Project Bonding 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

With an AAA bond rating holding firm, 
Mattapoisett's Board of Selectmen signed $ll-million 
general obligation bonds on February 24, bonds facilitated 
by Unibank Fiscal Advisory Services. 

Meeting with the selectmen was Brianne Susel 
of UFAS and the town's Treasurer, Kristie Costa. Costa 
explained that 10 projects would be funded through the 
$11,718,500 in bonds. Those projects are $9 million for a 
new fire station, $275,000 for a new fire station entrance, 
$70,000 for roadway engineering and design for Pearl 
Street and Tobey Lane, $150,000 stormwater drainage 
design, $125,000 Pine Island watershed, $250,000 Pease 
Point water main, $770,000 water-tank repairs, $150,000 
water-aquifer land protection, $278,500 village water- 
main replacement, and $375,000 Acushnet Road bridge 
repair. 

Costa explained that the February 20 bond sale 
produced seven bids with the award going to Raymond 
James and Associates, Inc. She also shared that during a 
February 13 rating call with Standard and Poors, the town 
maintained its AAA status. Costa commented that the 
ratings was based in part on, "... a very strong economy, 
strong management with good financial policies and 
practices, along with strong budgetary flexibility." 

Outgoing Town Administrator Mike Gagne, who 
has been at the financial helm for a decade, added, "The 
team did an outstanding job. There's a fantastic team in 
place for the new Town Administrator." He further stated 
that the rating industry noted Mattapoisett's mitigation 
planning of hard assets in the aftermath of weather- 
related disasters and rising water levels as another reason 
why the town enjoys a high rating. Gagne said that 
those plans had earned the town an award from the U.S. 
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Department of Environmental Protection Agency. He also 
stated that the new Town Administrator, Michael Lorenco, 
will start on March 16. Gagne will be staying on for some 
weeks to ensure a smooth transition. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer asked if the timing was 
right for ''...reworking existing bonds." Costa responded, 
"...the team will look at those for potential savings." 

In other business, the selectmen asked 
Harbormaster Jay Macintosh to present the Marine 
Advisory Board with his documents related to a down 
payment for a new harbormaster boat. The selectmen 
voted to approve a $75,000 appropriated spending 
contingent upon a positive vote from the MAB. 

A license transfer was granted to Hatem M. 

Elrifai for a used-car business located at 79 Marion Road, 
previously held by 508 Sport and Luxury Vehicles. Elrifai 
will operate the business under the name First Hot Line 
Auto Sales. 

A seasonal hawkers and peddlers license was 
granted to Bella Floral Design of Marion for the sale of 
fresh flowers located next to the Town Wharf General 
Store. 

Silva also asked Gagne to move forward 
obtaining resident feedback on the impact of public 
events held in the village. Silva wants to study the 
negative impacts that any seasonal events may have on 
the residents living in the area.

Solar Sun Shining in Rochester 

Rochester Planning Board

With a light agenda for its February 25 meeting, 
the Rochester Planning Board was able to informally 
discuss a number of projects in various stages of 
permitting including six solar-array development projects. 

Chairman Arnold Johnson said that Seaboard 
Solar was still submitting revisions to the plan of 
record even though the project's hearing had been 
closed. He said that peer review consultant Ken Motta 
of Field Engineering had suggested some minor plan 
modifications that the developer included as plan 
revisions after the hearing closed. Johnson stated, "We'll 
have to reopen the hearing at our next meeting." He 
said that the project had not completed permitting with 
the Conservation Commission, therefore reopening the 
hearing would not change a construction start date. 

Sunray Solar has five solar arrays planned for 
Rochester. The developer asked Town Planner Steve 
Starrett if technical reviews prior to opening hearings 
could be grouped together. Starrett thought this was 
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possible, given earlier discussions with the developer 
which brought to light the manner in which the 
Planning Board would be conducting hearings and the 
documentation required. 

Sunray Solar's projects are planned for 
Featherbed Lane, Braley Hill Road, Snipatuit Pond Road, 
and Cushman Road, Johnson said. 

Rounding out the solar-array projects was the 
mention of Clean Energy, which plans to construct 
its project on Sarah Sherman Road. Johnson said that 
informal technical reviews and a site visit were in the 
queue. 

Earlier in the evening, the Planning Board met 
with Nancy Steidle, 0 Walnut Plain Road, who filed an 
Approval Not Required request. 

Steidle explained that she had purchased more 
than 13 acres along Walnut Plain Road and planned to 
sell the lion's share, some 11 acres, to the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition. She said two acres would be held as a house lot. 

Commissioner Ben Bailey cautioned Steidle to 
make sure the BBC did not plan to have a large parking lot 
or access roadway into the acreage that she planned to sell 
to them. He warned her that public access to BBC lands 
might be a requirement of their non-profit status. If that 
were the case, he said she could end-up with the public 
impacting the peaceful enjoyment of her home. Bailey 
asked her if she wished to proceed with the Approval 
Not Required application, noting that once the land was 
separated it would have to stay that way, or if she wanted 
to discuss matters further with the BBC. Steidle said she 
would go ahead and talk to the non-profit before the 
closing. 

Continued until March 10 was the hearing for a 
proposed 40B housing project planned for Route 28 near 
the intersection with Route 58, the current location of 
Seasons convenience store and gas station. Starred said 
that developer Steen Realty and Development and the 
Seasons management team had not yet been able to begin 
discussions on access and egress locations needed for 
the residential subdivision. He said that Seasons had not 
responded to calls placed by Steen. At the developer's 
request, the hearing was continued. 
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The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for March 10 at 7:00 pm in the Town Hall 
meeting room. 

Committee Seeks to Raise Profile, 
Influence Decisions 

Marion Master Plan Implementation Committee

Marion's Master Plan Implementation Committee 
met on February 20 to discuss recent developments in the 
town and to talk about increasing its own profile. 

Present were committee members Jack Boesen, 
Norm Hills, Steve Kokkins, Chris Collings, Nancy 
McFadden, Cindy Callow, and Kristen Saint Don- 
Campbell, along with Town Planner Gil Hilario and, 
on conference call, Jennifer Francis. Selectman John 
Waterman also contributed from outside the table. 

Hilario reported having discussed getting 
information about the committee onto the town's website. 

It was reported that Planning Board Chairman 
Will Saltonstall expects up to 35 businesses to be 
represented at a March 18 gathering. In April, a more 
formal meeting will be held. Saltonstall's focus is on 
business, but he wants to expand to community groups. 

Hills said a recent grant had been received 
and that the committee should take a look at bylaws 
that "don't do anything for us" and "reduce them to 
something that will work for us." 
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The committee discussed zoning and housing, 
alluding to the condominium project at 78 Wareham Road 
along the Wewantic River that was brought before the 
Planning Board last week. 

The conversation turned toward sewer capacity, 
as an adjacent project was recently pitched by the same 
landowner, one at 96 units that would include rentals and 
the other at 48 units to be sold at market rates. The 96-unit 
project, when complete, said Hills, will put the town over 
its 10-percent requirement for affordable housing. 

The town's septic system is moving closer 
to its capacity, and Hills says the new developments 
constructing their own septic systems would defeat the 
purpose because of their close proximity to the river. 

Jennifer Francis, the former Planning Board 
member who started the Master Plan Implementation 
Committee and participated via conference call, 
encouraged the committee to involve itself in housing 
decisions. 

"We need to do everything we can possibly do," 
she said. "Nobody else is looking at the other elements of 
the Master Plan, and it's time for us to assert ourselves on 
housing developments." 

Hills said work has begun on upgrading the 
Wastewater Treatment plant. 

Marion is working with the Sippican Historical 
Society, which will offer a $500,000 match of funds to 
renovate the Town House. The town is also trying to raise 
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$1 million in private funds. 

Hilario asked the members to start thinking about 
a chairperson because a chair needs to drive a committee. 

It was decided after discussion that the committee 
would meet on the second Thursday of the month, 
putting the next meeting at March 12. 

Antassawamock Property Discussed 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

On February 24, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission faced a three-page agenda that contained 
five Requests for Determination of Applicability, three 
Notice of Intent filings and a variety of other action items. 

One NOI that will require further study and 
review was filed by Scott Snow for property located at 27 
Nashawena Road. Snow's representative. Rich Rheaume 
of Prime Engineering, was not available to attend the 
meeting. This prompted Snow, at first, to acquiesce to a 
continuance in order to present technical aspects of the 
proposed new home construction by his engineer. But 
after a few moments of discussing of the scope of the 
project he moved ahead, saying, "It's really a very simple 
project." 

Chairman Mike King shared with Snow points 
of concern raised by the Building Department regarding 
FEMA regulations. It was noted that the project as 
currently proposed may not meet parts of the regulations, 
especially concerning the introduction of fill in a flood 
zone. Snow pointed to a neighboring property as 
justification for his proposal, with King responding, "... 
FEMA is trying to get more resilient designs." 

Bill Madden of G.A.F. Engineering, 

Inc., representing several abutters including the 
Antassawamock Club, Inc., said his clients had no 
problem with a home being built on the site, but want 
assurances that all FEMA regulations would be met. The 
hearing was continued until March 9. 

Ken Motta, Field Engineering, representing the 
Town of Mattapoisett, detailed the scope of work planned 
for a bridge repair on Acushnet Road 1,000 feet north 
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of the intersection with Hereford Hill Road. The town 
had received a Massachusetts Small Bridge Repair grant 
of $500,000, he said, a portion of the $1.2-million total 
estimated costs. Work is scheduled to begin the day after 
school closes for the summer. Construction will take three 
to six months to complete, stated Highway Surveyor 
Barry Denham. Emergency response planning has already 
been put in place, Motta said. The project was conditioned 
by the commission. 

The Bay Club's David Andrews came before the 
commission to discuss an NOI filed for 40 Prince Snow 
Circle. The issue of whether existing agreements and 
conditions imposed by Massachusetts Natural Heritage 
and Endangered Species Program for other locations 
within the subdivision covered this parcel. King said 
clarification was requested by conservation agent Liz 
Leidhold. He asked Andrews to obtain a new letter from 
the agency before work commenced. The project was 
continued. 

The town's central wharves. Holmes and 
Long, will see dredging activities with the commission 
approving an NOI for harborside work. The town's 
representative. Bob Field of Field Engineering, said work 
will begin in the off-season. The work will allow dinghies 
to ease access to slips.

taxpayers who have spent many thousands of dollars in be created. ''We are ahead of schedule," he said regarding 
the effort to bring a bike path from the town line with Phase lb, which is scheduled to be completed sometime in 

Fairhaven to the town line with Marion. As work on 2021. 


Phase lb has been taking place, the committee rolls on 
looking ahead to Phase 2a and 2b. 

Before discussing those phases, Kelleher said 
that he had met with the Mattapoisett Tree Committee 
to discuss landscaping and tree planting along parts 
of Phase lb. He shared that the pathway at the edge of 
Mattapoisett Neck Road had required more leveling 
and widening than originally planned in order to create 
a smooth transition from the tarred public street to the 
path. "... Landscaping was part of the contract," he said 
of the agreement with the Acushnet-based construction 
company D.W. White. But, he continued, "We have a 
10-percent contingency ($670,000) so we can plan for a 
change order and have them do the planting work before 
they wrap up." 

Several abutters had come forward once Phase 
lb clearing had begun and asked for screening to buffer 
their properties. Kelleher said that he had received an 
email from Ted Nolte, 9 Locust Street, regarding this 
matter. Kelleher said that the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation, the funding source for this phase, was 
aware of abutters' requests for more screening and that 
they, along with the Town Administrator, needed to sign- 
off on those improvements before work could take place. 
In the meantime, he stated that a planting plan would 


Regarding Phases 2a and 2b, Kelleher said that he 
would be meeting with Town Counsel Matt Thomas, who 
had been working on behalf of the community on all phases 
of the bike path nearly since the beginning. He also said 
that wetlands scientist John Rockwell had begun surveying 
wetlands along the railroad right-of-way running through 
the Park Street neighborhood. However, Rockwell's work 
has been temporarily halted due to a broken storm-water 
pipe. Railroad easements have been and will continue to be 
the main artery used for the bike path, he said. 

And on the matter of conceptual designs for these 
later phases, drawings have not been officially drafted, 
Kelleher said. Town Meeting has supported Phase 2a and 
2b with monies for design engineering. He thought that a 
meeting with Highway Surveyor Barry Denham, the Town 
Administrator, Nick Nelson, the town's CIS coordinator, 
and possibly members of the Mass-DOT team would plan 
to hash out preliminary designs. 

Phase 2a will begin at the end of Goodspeed Island 
Road heading north across Route 6 and eventually ending 
at the fence line adjacent to the park-and-ride parking lot 
along North Street. Phase 2b is planned to cross North 
Street entering onto Industrial Drive to the end of the 
paved roadway. A short, one-mile piece that continues on 
along the railroad easement is being planned by the Friends 
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of the Mattapoisett Bike Path, which has been raising funds 
and seeking grants. This final mile will connect to Marion's 
bike path. Marion's bike path has been listed on the Mass- 
DOT TIP (Transportation Improvement Program) for 2022 
funding, although confirmation has not yet been received. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Committee is scheduled for March 19 at 5:30 pm in the 
Town Hall conference room.

Mattapoisett, Coalition Sue to Compel 
Wetlands Restoration 

Buzzards Bay Coalition 

The Town of Mattapoisett and Buzzards Bay 
Coalition are asking the court to compel a property owner 
to restore the damaged wetland. Despite clear orders 
from the Town of Mattapoisett and from multiple courts, 
a local property owner has refused to restore the half-acre 
of wetland and buffer zone that he illegally filled. The 
Coalition and Mattapoisett do not intend to give up on 
restoring this important resource, however. 

Working together, Mattapoisett and the Coalition 
have filed a complaint for contempt in Plymouth County 
Superior Court seeking to compel property owner Daniel 
Craig to comply with his obligations under the law and to 
restore the damaged wetlands and protected buffer zone 
areas he unlawfully filled at least five years ago. 

"This is an egregious violation of state 
environmental law," said Korrin Petersen, senior 
attorney for the Coalition. "This continued evasion of 
responsibility must stop. We are grateful for the Town of 
Mattapoisett's persistence and we will continue to pursue

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restoration of these natural resources." 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael Gagne 
said the Town's long-standing efforts to address the 
situation reflect its commitment to protecting natural 
resources. 

"When someone destroys and damages lands 
that are protected by municipal and state laws, we are 
going to make sure that they are fully restored to the 
condition prior to the violation," said Mattapoisett 
Town Administrator Michael Gagne. "The courts have 
repeatedly found that the Town's enforcement order is 
valid. The restoration of this property is long overdue." 

The case stems back to 2015 when Mattapoisett's 
Conservation Commission learned of potential violations 
of the Massachusetts Wetlands Protection Act along Eel 
Pond. When Seabreeze Lane was originally developed in 
2000, specific protections were placed on the development 
to mitigate construction impacts on the pond's health 
and habitats. Google Earth images revealed newly 
filled lawn and garden structures in areas previously 
shown as wetlands and associated wetland buffer. The 
Buzzards Bay National Estuary Program, a unit of the 
Massachusetts Office of Coastal Zone Management, 
provided satellite image analysis to further prove the 
extent of, and timeline for, these unauthorized alterations. 
The Coalition reviewed the aerial photographs showing 
extensive clearing and filling of protected wetlands and 
buffer zone areas. The aerial images, combined with the 
Coalition's review of compliance with these protections, 
revealed significant violations of the Wetlands Protection 
Act. 

The Mattapoisett Conservation Commission took 
prompt action and requested that the homeowner meet to 
resolve the matter. However, after months of negotiations 
with the Commission, the homeowner withdrew, 
leaving the Commission with no choice but to issue an 
enforcement order to compel compliance with the law. 
Refusing to restore the property, the homeowner sued the 
Commission in court. 

The Coalition, together with 12 citizens 
from Mattapoisett, intervened in that lawsuit to help 
defend the Commission's decision. The court ruled 
against the homeowner, affirming the Commission's 
valid enforcement order. Still refusing to comply, the 
homeowner appealed the Superior Court's decision to 
the Appeals Court, which issued a decisive victory, again, 
to the Commission. The Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court refused to hear the homeowner's case.

Come and See (1985). Starring Aleksei Kravchenko and 
Olga Mironova. Directed by Elem Klimov. Running time: 
136 minutes. No MPAA rating. Now in limited theatrical 
re-release. 

"My subject is War, and the pity of War. The Poetry 
is in the pity," wrote World War I poet Wilfred Owen, not 
long before he was killed in action at age 25. This also is the 
subject of the 1985 Russian World War II film Come and See, 
now touring the country in a newly restored print. Come and 
See, the fifth and final movie by director Elem Klimov, has a 
reputation for being hard to endure, but not because of any 
violence. There is some, near the end, and it is repulsive. 

But most of the film zeroes in on the grime and filth and 
desperation of war, the despairing moments in between the 
spasms of brutality, and the intolerable dread of inevitable 
apocalypse. 

We're in Belarus, 1943, and the ragtag resistance is 
doing what it can against the Nazi machine. We experience 
almost all of the nightmare through the eyes of Flyora 
(Aleksei Kravchenko), a 14-year-old who gets conscripted 
into the partisan ranks. Flyora doesn't say much, but his 
features, dumbstruck with terror and disbelief, speak 
eloquently for him. He meets, and for a while accompanies, 
a girl named Glasha (Olga Mironova). They seem to bond 
solely by virtue of the agonizing and absurd reality they 
share. There's no romance or even infatuation in store. War 
steamrolls over everything warm and comforting. Glasha 
may or may not even exist, except as a phantasm of grace 
and innocence in Flyora's head. 

Again and again we are shown how war reduces 
victims and victimizers alike to animals, except that animals 
are generally not so cruel. The narrative is anecdotal and 
splintered, though smoothly photographed (largely via 
Steadicam); there's a bit towards the end, when an SS 
brigade goes from being boisterously evil and triumphant 
to being sniveling captives of the partisans, that takes us 
out of the movie — the part where the Nazis actually get 
defeated, which happens outside Flyora's view, is just 
skipped over. I think Elem Klimov is ruthlessly efficient 
about what precisely he wants to show and convey. The 
important part of that whole section of the film — which 
incorporates the semi-climactic genocidal rage directed at 
a Belarusian village — isn't who wins or loses, and how. 
Everyone loses. It's the pity of war. 

Shot in a squarish aspect ratio, with no concessions 
made to our need for catharsis or narrative tidiness. Come 



and See attempts no stylistic dazzlement whatsoever; it 
barely even has a style. The camera just stares at human 
faces creased in disgust or fear or devastation. "That is 
war," Klimov might be saying, "no more, no less." It shares 
more DNA with Dreyer's The Passion of Joan of Arc than 
with any standard war picture (at times, young Aleksei 
Kravchenko exudes the same frozen torment as Maria 
Falconetti in the Dreyer film). It's not overtly political, 
either. Nobody sits around discussing how inhumane Hitler 

is, because the entirety of the film's two hours and sixteen 
minutes is devoted to moment-to-moment survival. And yet 
all this stylelessness resolves into a stubborn vision of war 
as filth and waste, something to be strenuously depicted 

as the polar opposite of macho, righteous, cool. At its 
showiest, the filmmaking recreates an idea put forth in Kurt 
Vonnegut's Slaughterhouse-Five, probably the most unheroic 
WWII novel ever written, and probably the greatest. 

Aside from its 35th anniversary this year, we might 
wonder why Come and See is being revisited now. It may 
be a tale of Russian revolt against fascism, but it's certainly 
not pro-Russia (or pro-anything). It paints the Nazis as 
degenerate primate sadists, which is fine, but seems to go a 
little past the usual such portrayal into caricature, almost. 
Then you find out the Nazis in the film are based on the 
real Dirlewanger Brigade, whose atrocities were so extreme 
that even some fellow Nazis found them over the top. These 
psychos burn an entire village alive inside a church, then 
get drunk or stuff their faces, as if at a tailgate party, in 
between bouts of rape and other assorted cruelties. When 
the tables are turned, they promptly throw each other 
under the bus and beg for their lives, while the saturnine 
partisan leader (Liubomiras Laucevidus, looking like Oscar 
Isaac in a bad mood) glowers — there are not very fine 
people on both sides here. The stoic commander is the one 
instance that Klimov allows himself some conventional war 
iconography, but at that point, I have to say, he has earned 

it. Most of the movie comes as close to what war must be 
like for the civilians caught in its midst as we would ever 
want to get. 
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''When the legislature funded the council over 
20 years ago, and in subsequent years since, we sought 
to make key investments in critical ports like New 
Bedford," said Senator Mark Montigny who helped 
create the Seaport Council's initial funding in 1996.

Grant recipients include Mattapoisett Free 
Public Library, Friends of Old Rochester Drama, and 
Mattapoisett Recreation.

"State and town cultural funding enables the local 
council to meet the particular needs and priorities of the 
Mattapoisett community.

Statewide, more than $4 million will be 
distributed by local cultural councils in 2020.

the Akin family for 234 years. 

The Akin House was one of a few houses that 
survived the invasion of the British and the subsequent 
burning of much of Dartmouth, New Bedford, and 
Acushnet during the American Revolution. As the direct 
result of the raid, the Akin family lost everything except 
the house on Potter's Hill and surrounding land. Elihu 
moved his wife and children there. 

To quote Diane Gilbert, "Every time an important 
historic house or structure is lost or demolished, we lose 
another connection to our history, the people who settled 
our coastal areas over the centuries and their culture. We 
have already lost too many architecturally significant 
buildings and structures, and as a result, the special 
character shaped by our history has been diminished." 
And to put it pragmatically, preservation is a tool for 
stabilization of property values, economic development, 
and sustainability 

In 1921, the Akin House became a part of film 
history as a location for Down to the Sea in Ships. The silent 
film classic contains rare footage of a whaling voyage 
filmed on the Wanderer and the Charles W. Morgan, and 
clearly shows the condition of the Akin house in 1921.
